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A Survey of Holstein Conditions and Prospects 


Optimism Rules Among Breeders From All Sections 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


in the opinion of over 90% of the breeders respond- 

ing to a questionnaire recently sent out to a repre- 
sentative list by the Holstein-Friesian World. A year ago 
in response to a similar questionnaire, between 80 and 
85% of those replying reported noticeable improvement 
in the Holstein market, in demand and in the range of 
prices for 1926 as compared to previous years. In the 
present survey for 1927 we find a larger percentage re- 
porting further improvement in 1927, while 99% report 
that the good business of 1926 is being at least main- 
tained, with only one breeder out of a hundred replying 
to the questionnaire taking anything but an optimistic 
view. This result is in line with the results shown by 
public auction sales and we believe presents a fair gen- 
eral picture of the present Holstein market situation. 


In order to get definite information as to the views of 
breeders on the subject we mailed the questionnaire to 
about 500 breeders, the list being made up largely of 
those who were nominated as delegates to the annual con- 
vention of 1927. This list was selected in the belief that 
the men thus honored by fellow breeders of their own 
state would be as representative a list as could be se- 
lected and would be perhaps more likely to be familiar 
with general conditions in their state than any other 
group that could be designated and with the further ad- 
vantage that they would cover practically all states and 
sections of the country. Responses were received from 
exactly one hundred, located in twenty-eight states and 
one province of Canada. Only one out of the entire list 
of one hundred responses reported unfavorably on 1927 
conditions. This one breeder stated that in his section 
prices were lower and not as many Holsteins being 
bought and sold and that the outlook for the purebred 
business appeared rather unfavorable. This one breeder 
reported that the demand for grade Holsteins in his sec- 
tion has been better than ever before and’ that buyers 
appear to be looking for milk rather than breeding cattle. 
This report came from a rather well established Holstein 
section of Ohio. 

Six out of the 100 responses reported conditions un- 
changed from 1926. In this class were a number who re- 
ported a somewhat higher range of prices but fewer ani- 
mals being sold. Four out of the 160 in reference to this 
part of the questionnaire frankly stated that for one rea- 
son or another they were unable to give an opinion as 
to the general condition of the Holstein market. The re- 
maining eighty-nine or nearly 93% of those reporting on 
conditions stated their belief they were definitely better 
for 1927. There was a wide range of degrees of improve- 
Ment reported, many of them simply stating larger num- 
bers being sold at increased prices. Other responses

were more definite and detailed. The range as indicated 
among these responses was from 10% to at least 50%. 
This last figure was from a long established Wisconsin 
breeder, Milford Meadow Stock Farm, who _ reported 
prices at least 50% better than a year ago for purebreds 
in their section and the demand double. This same 
breeder reports that based on inquiries and actual sales 
the prospects for the fall business have not looked better 
in the last seven years. They report that the first con- 
sideration is type and then records, especially yearly, and 
that young cows and heifers close to freshening are most 
saleable The general run of these replies, however, 
range from ten to twenty per cent improvement. One 
Colorado correspondent, Paul V. Partridge, of Willow 
Springs Farms, reports that 20% more cattle have been 
bought and sold and prices are fully 25% higher. He re- 
ports that prospects look extra good because Colorado has 
bumper crops this year and farmers realize that the best 
way to market roughage is through dairy cows. In com- 
menting on the situation in New York, W. D. Robens, 
who has had a wide opportunity to observe conditions in 
this state through kis position as field secretary of the 
state association, reports: 

‘Holstein conditions are much improved during the last 
year, and prices are considerably higher. Do not think any 
more cattle are being sold than a year ago, as there does not 
seem to be many for sale. Many breeders have given up rais- 
ing heifer calves except what they needed to replace their 
herds: also several breeders through the center of the state 
have not had their cattle T. B. tested and are unable to make 
sales. 3Zusiness looks the best it has since 1920. Milk prices 
look better for the winter, also in many places where they 
have been losing their herds through T. B. they are replacing 
them with purebreds. Grade cows being so high, more dairy- 
men are raising calves and using purebred sires to start with. 
In my own herd, sales have been 10% ahead of a year ago. 
The greatest demand is for fresh cows and more bulls to go 
into grade herds. Among bulls, I believe about 50% depend 
on the individual and the balance on the records. In milk 
cows, except in exceptionally well bred ones, they want pro- 
duction first of all.”’ 

This summary of New York conditions is largely 
borne out by reports of breeders of the state who, in gen- 
eral, report good cattle diffcult to find for purchase and 
at prices about 10 to 20% above last year, with prospects 
for the fall best in years. 


Speaking for Wisconsin, L. L. Oldham, state secretary, 
reports: 

“Sales this year will aggregate the greatest total in our 
history at prices better than any time in the past. Especial- 
ly is this true of the better kind. Education is having its ef- 
fect. Type and production are uppermost in the minds of 
those buying and price a secondary consideration. Bulls _ are 
a scarcity, especially serviceable ones and proven sires. With 
milk prices continuing, there will be a scarcity of the better 
sort of females in a few years. This is the common opinion 
of those in this state who look ahead to the future. The 
prospects for the fall business look excellent. The milk prices 
continue better than for comparable periods in the past two 
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Champion heifer in sixth and seventh positions. @. 


years and the sale of the product has a great deal to do 
with prices for the machines of production. Feed prices con- 
tinue high and here again the milk prices must remain fairly 
constant especially in the face of the less than normal feed 
crop in Wisconsin, while small grains and hay are average, 
pasture and corn decidedly poor in prospect.” 


There is much corroborative evidence in other re- 
sponses as to the Wisconsin situation. 

Getting down to the great dairy state of Michigan, the 
following report from the State Secretary, J. G. Hays, is 
of interest: 


“Holstein conditions in Michigan are better than in 1926. 
There is more movement of cattle at higher prices. Grade 
Holsteins, however, relatively outsell purebreds. Our custo- 
mers appear to be after milk mainly rather than breeding 
stock. Springing cows are in greatest demand with bulls and 
bred heifers coming next. The prospects for fall business 
look good.” 

Similar comments are made by H. W. Norton, Jr., who 
likewise has unusual facilities for keeping in touch with 
the Michigan situation. Mr. Norton writes: 

“Breeders here in the state seem to feel that business is a 
little better than last year and more purebred cattle are be- 
ing sold for shipment, particularly to the east, than were sold 
last year. This seems to be in line with the general improve- 
ment of the dairy cow market which I think is safe to say has 
advanced at least 15% here in Michigan in the past twelve 
months. Good grade Holstein cows are now selling at $125 
and upward, in some cases going as high as $175 or $200. The 
purebred cattle business is always governed more or less by 
the grade cattle market and I am convinced that this im- 
provement .will be reflected in the purebred business during 
the coming year. In our Michigan State Herds this year we 
have had a very good demand throughout the year, our sales 
during the past month including shipments made to West Vir- 
ginia, New Mexico, Iowa and Cuba as well as a number with- 
in the State. We have had more inquiries from foreign 
sources during the year than ever before.” 

John Buth, of Michigan, who handles a great many 
cattle in the West Michigan section, both grade and pure- 
bred, reports that the demand is better and prices about 
ten per cent higher, the demand being principally for fe- 
males of milking age and bulls. He reports that the de- 
mand is for cows that look capable of giving at least 60 
Ibs. milk a day and preferably with around 3.5% test, also 
that C. T. A. records of 400 to 500 lbs. fat will add at 
least 30% to the selling price. Among the grade sales, 
he states that 80% of the buyers want grade Holsteins 
and will pay up to $150 for them, the range of Jersey 
prices running around $80 and Guernseys $110. 


Regarding conditions in Ohio, I. D. Hadley, the field 
secretary, reports: 


‘Holstein conditions continue to improve. More cattle are 
selling and prices are higher than they have been for a num- 
ber of years. The improvement has been more marked on cows. 
although the demand for bulls has been great in both 1926 
and 1927. Young heifers sell higher this year but hardly in 
proportion to the cows. The prospects for fall business look 
very good because of the demand which is_ strengthened 
through the operation of the T. B. test which has taken a lot 
of cattle throughout the country.” 


This report on Ohio is borne out by Clair I. Miller, 
who states that prices on purebred Holsteins are about 
$50 a head higher than was the case a year ago and the 
number of sales have increased 50% on fresh cows. Mr. 
Miller reports his own sales have doubled on cows and

bulls. He feels that the prospects for fall business look 
very good on account of the shortage of cattle caused by 
the operation of the T. B. test, and because of the fact 
that breeders have not been raising as many heifer calves 
the past few years. 

James L. Coman of Arizona reports that in that see- 
tion the demand is much greater and prices range from 
15% to 25% higher on females and practically 100% high- 
er on males. He reports that while the number of sales 
from his own herd has not very much exceeded the sales 
of 1926, this is due not to the lack of demand but to the 
lack of cattle they can spare to sell. Regarding the pros- 
pects for fall business, Mr. Coman writes: 


“Prospects are much better compared with last year. Not 
only is there a greater demand for dairy cattle but due to the 
better price of cotton this year farmers desiring to go into 
the dairy business are in better shape financially.” 


From Indiana, Noble Hoover writes that prices on 
yearling bulls and good cows range about 20% higher 
than last year. In regard to the business in his own herd, 
he states 100% more inquiries for cattle than for any 
previous year. The great problem among dairymen in In- 
diana, according to Mr. Hoover, is where to find enough 
good serviceable purebred Holstein bulls. 

Several replies from Nebraska are all optimistic as to 
the Holstein situation. Shelby Ramsey & Son report in 
some detail: 


“The Holstein business in Nebraska is in a very healthy 
condition. The ‘yellow cow” craze has about run its course 
and farmers and dairymen are showing a keener demand for 
good, straight, business Holsteins than in previous years and 
are willing to pay a little more for a good one. Our experi- 
ence has been that there seems to be a greater demand for 
bulls this year and a much greater demand for young heifers 
and cows. In fact, we have never seen as great a demand 
for cows and heifers in our ten years of breeding Holsteins. 
Prospects for fall business look splendid to us. We have 
never had so many inquiries for heifers and cows as this 
year. Our bull business has always been good and at the 
state fair this year was easily as good as other years. We 
are almost sure this condition is quite general for Nebraska, 
but owing to the fact that our herd was the highest in C. T. 
A. work in Nebraska for 1926 and also that our herd has been 
nationally advertised each week in the World, we may be re- 
ceiving more than our share of prospective customers. In 
regard to the grade situation, for the last two or three years 
Nebraska farmers and dairymen have been crazy for grade 
yellow cows and paid high prices for the culls from other states. 
A few have had poor luck in raising these delicate calves and 
not much success with the cows, and have found these cows 
almost worthless when sold to the butcher. Consequently the 
craze for this class of stock is passing and the demand for 
big, deep, good-uddered grade Holsteins appears to be good 
and healthy.’’ 


Getting back to New England again, Dr. Franklin N. 
Strickland of Rhode Island reports: 


“Holstein conditions in this section are really better than 
ever. Grade cows brought in from Illinois and other western 
states are selling at auction from $175 to $250 each and $300 
is not uncommon for heavy milkers that are purebred. Just 
now milk is very short with us, and the milk business is the 
real foundation of the Holstein breeding in this state. From 
my own herd I have sold 24 head of Holsteins,, most of them 
bull calves from one to eight months of age, since last Jan- 
uary and expect to sell six to ten more before the close of the 
year. I have never sold so many with so little trouble and 
effort. The Holstein prospects for the fall are especially 
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milk is in demand and our dairy farmers have been 
d to realize they must have heavy producers to get

ger profit. I know of no one in Rhode Island actually 


; ney with Guernseys or Jerseys in selling their milk 
making. condition is reflected in the demand for both cows and 


pulls for servce.” 

C. L. Hughes, of California, who is probably in closer 
touch with the livestock situation throughout that state 
than any other man, reports that there is a strong, healthy 
demand for registered Holsteins in California at moderate 
prices and no one suffering with unsold surplus of ani- 
mals on hand. The demand for cows is normal, the de- 
mand for heifers greater than for several years, while 
the demand for bulls is the best it has ever been. He re- 
ports practically all breeders in the state sold out of bulls 
of serviceable age, with a large unfilled demand exist- 
ing. In selection of animals, buyers are not forgetting 
good type, but evidences of production come first. The 
tuberculin test history of herds has much to do with 
price levels. There will be very few public sales of reg- 
istered Holsteins in California this fall, primarily because 
present owners have good use for practically all the cat- 
tle they now have on hand. In regard to the grade sit- 
uation, Mr. Hughes writes: 


“The demand for good grade Holsteins is extraordinary. 
Out of every ten_grade dairy cows demanded in this state, 
about seven are Holsteins. For the first time in many years, 
earload after carload of grade Holstein cows has been shipped 
into the heart of the breeding ground of California—the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento valleys, particularly the former. 
Most of them are from Utah, Nevada, Oregon, Washington 
and Idaho.”’ 

F. R. Stenzel, of California, reports a great improve- 
ment in the demand for bulls during the past year and for 
medium priced females. One reason the prospects for fall 
business look good to him is expressed as follows: 


‘In view of the fact that there has been an extremely great 
interest shown in the various shows of the state, both of 
visitors and exhibitors, I believe the fall business will be much 
better than in the past. The ringside during the judging of 
Holstens at the various shows have been packed with people 
interested in Holsteins. Most of them were interested in pur- 
chasing sires and females and seemed to look over the exhib- 
its of cattle very closely, many of them with the idea of buy- 
ing in the near future.” 


Several Pennsylvania breeders report a great deal 
more activity in the Holstein business than a year ago 
with prices from 20 to 40% above the level of 1926. 


Our correspondents seem to be pretty well agreed that 
the real strength of the demand lies in the market for 
cows and heifers near to freshening and bulls ready for 
service. The question as to what buyers are asking for in 
making their selections and what factors seem to have 
most to do with price, varies in different localities. In 
localities that have built up a trade in commercial dairy 
cows, production as shown by cow testing association 
work is frequently listed as the most important factor, 
with type secondary, although the majority of replies list 
type as the first consideration that buyers are insisting 
upon. Type appears to be a very general first requisite 
in the purchase of young bulls to go into purebred herds 
with as much record backing and breeding as possible 
along with it. 

One interesting comparison from these questionnaires 
with similar answers and a similar questionnaire sent out 
to a similar list a year ago relates to the percentages of 
calves that are being _ registered. 
Out of ninety-three breeders giving 
figures on registrations on _ their 
herds, a total of seventy-one or about 
16%, reported that they were regis- 
tering all heifer calves born in their 
herds. This figure indicates that 
breeders are raising more heifer 
calves than. was the case a year ago 
as about half of those replying at 
that time reported a 100% registra- 
tion of heifer calves. Last year we 
reported that one-fifth to one-sixth of 
the breeders replying were raising all 
bull calves born in their herds. This 
year, the percentage is 27%, or bet- 
ter than one in four. This year, 
eighty-seven of the  ninety-three 
breeders reporting, or 94%, are rais- 
ing over 90% of their heifers, while 
last year about two-thirds of the 
breeders reporting were raising this 
large percentage. Approximately 
60% of the breeders reporting are

raising over 75% of their bull calves while about one- 
fifth of the ninety-three breeders stated that they raise 
less than 25% of their bull calves. A number of the 
breeders who reported raising 100% of all their calves 
stated that they were practicing selection among them as 
they grew older, cancelling the papers on those that 
proved to be undesirable. 

Another interesting question was in the matter of test- 
ing for production. Ninety-four breeders answered this 
question. Of these, 22 reported that they were not doing 
any testing for production in their herds at this time, al- 
though several reported that they had made records in 
the past or contemplated starting either in semi-official, 
official or cow testing association work. Practically half 
of the breeders replying reported their herds in cow test- 
ing associations, thirty-one, or a third of them, depended 
on this form of test alone, while fifteen others reported 
that they were doing both cow testing association and 
semi-official or official work also. Twenty-six, or a lit- 
tle less than 30%, were carrying on Advanced Registry 
work without any other form of testing. The benefits 
cited from testing for production were numerous, most 
frequent being the assistance given in selling surplus 
stock at better prices; and the help it gave in culling the 
herd. Others mentioned development test work gave to 
the animals tested, the factor of keeping tenants and help 
interested in the herd, and others mentioned the desira- 
bility of having feed costs and the more intelligent feed- 
ing they employed in their herds, particularly from the 
cow testing association members. Others-mentioned the 
assistance it gave them in proving the merit of their herd 
sires. 

Sale Figures Show Increase 

Further evidence corroborating the general opinion of 
breeders regarding the improved condition of the Hol- 
stein industry in 1927, is found in the public sale aver- 
ages. Numbers sold at auction are somewhat reduced 
owing to the largely increased trade through private ne- 
gotiations, but the average price shows a satisfactory gain 
over 1926. From all sources we have been able to se- 
cure reports of sales of 3,478 head in the period from Jan- 
uary 1 to October 4, 1927. The grand average for these 
animals was $215.10, which substantially exceeds the aver- 
age for any of the past five years. The sales scheduled 
for the balance of 1927 should raise these figures some- 
what. 

In accordance with our usual custom, we have made 
an effort to get marked catalogs of all sales held during 
the year for the purpose of analyzing the sale prices by 
ages, records, records of dams, etc. Thus far we have 
had such information on thirty sales held in thirteen dif- 
ferent states, including four each in New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan and Wisconsin, three each in Minne- 
sota and Ohio, two in New Jersey and one each in Massa- 
chusetts, Kansas, California, Oregon, Iowa and Illinois. 
In these thirty sales, 1,793 head sold for a total of $511,- 
796.50, or an average of $286.56. This compares with a 
similar figure for 1926 of $222.33, or an increase of ap- 
proximately 29%. This increased price is reflected down 
through all classifications as is shown by the following 
table which gives the similar averages in each class for 
1926 and 1925.

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Feeding Vitamines Into the Milk 


An Address Before the Certified Milk Producers Association 
By Prof. E. S. SAVAGE, Cornell, University 


To me the needs of a high producing cow are ex- 
pressed in the term “a complete ration.” I had been try- 
ing to teach my students what is necessary in a com- 
plete ration and was making the term my own when sud- 
denly I found that the term “complete ration” did not 
originate with me, but had been used by Professor E. B. 
Hart of Wisconsin for some time. Therefore, I place the 
credit where it properly belongs. Before we used the 
term “complete ration” we spoke of balanced rations in 
which we meant perhaps only protein and energy. 

I define a complete ration as a ration in which are 
found amounts of the following things adequate to meet 
the needs of the high producing cow. 

1. The right amount of food. 

2. Protein of the proper amount and quality. 

3. Mineral matter in abundance. 

4. Plenty of vitamins. 

Today we must enlarge this complete ration idea par- 
ticularly for the producers of certified milk because this 
milk has a special use for babies and invalids. 

With this in mind I would say that a complete ration 
must not only fully meet the needs of the cow, but we 
must also do all we can to make that ration so complete 
that there will be carried over into the milk of these cows 
all the properties that will make that milk as complete 
as possible for the persons who use it, particularly the 
children. 

This, then, is our problem as I see it. The rations 
that we use must check against these requirements. 

1. The right amount of food 

We will not stop long on this. Morrison (1) has 
given us the Morrison standard. By checking against 
this standard we will not go far wrong. 

2. Protein of the right amount and quality 

Again the Morrison standard will check us sufficient- 
ly close as to the right amounts of protein. I wish I 
might tell you exactly as to quality. I cannot much more 
than define what we mean by quality. Quality in the 
protein of the ration has come to mean the right asso- 
ciation of feed proteins that will give the cow an abun- 
dance of each necessary amino acid both for her own 
body proteins and for the milk proteins. Some excess 
of protein in the ration will probably also stimulate milk 
production. 

3. Mineral matter in abundance 

We will not try to go into the discussion of this prob- 
lem in this paper or to give the experimental evidence 
for and against the need for supplementary minerals in 
the ration. I believe that the evidence weighs in favor 
of supplementary mineral feeding. I think this has been 
shown rather conclusively by the recommendations of 
Hart (2) and Maynard (3). 

4. Plenty of vitamins 

In the brief time at my command I will try to discuss 
this point more fully than I have the others. I will try 
to point the discussion to the relation between the ra- 
tion and the milk produced from it. 

Fat Soluble—Vitamin A—Antiophthalmic and growth 
promoting. ; 

The summary of the vitamin. content of foods for ani- 
mals given by Morrison (4) shows that alfalfa, well cured 
green colored, clover, well cured, green colored, timothy, 
well cured, green colored, and corn silage are roughages 
that supply vitamin A abundantly. Among the grain 
feeds yellow corn is a good source of this vitamin. Steen- 
bock and Coward (5) have recently shown that yellow 
corn is -a more potent source of vitamin A when vitamin 
D is supplied in adequate amounts. They show that the 
vitamin A is located in the endosperm. 

Therefore, we have large sources of vitamin A in com- 
mon feeds, both roughage and grain. in 

Among other data the work of Kennedy and Dutcher 
(6) stand out strongly as indicating that a ration of 
alfalfa hay, corn silage, and a grain ration made up of 
yellow corn, wheat bran, ground oats and oil meal is 
adequate in furnishing vitamin A, both for the needs of 
the cow herself and for the milk that she produces. Gold- 
ing and others (7) report that the vitamin A content of 
the winter milk of cows can be raised by adding kale 
to the ration, or by adding cod liver oi]. They report 





also that high doses of cod liver oil reduce the percent. 
age of fat in the milk. 

From reading fairly extensively on this point it would 
seem doubtful if it is necessary to try to go further than 
the best quality of alfalfa hay, corn silage, and yellow 
corn meal as a source of vitamin A in cow’s milk. I be. 
lieve that a ration including these feeds in abundance wij 
give us a milk adequate in its content of this vitamin. 

Water Soluble, Vitamin B—Anti-neuritic and growth 
promoting. 

I doubt if it is worth while to spend much time op 
the consideration of this vitamin. Morrison (1) in his 
summary shows that all the common grains and seeds, 
well cured alfalfa and clover hays, wheat bran and wheat 
middlings are all good sources of this vitamin. 

Kennedy and Dutcher (6) show that milk from cows 
properly fed on rations having a proper combination of 
grain and leafy foods will carry an abundance of vitamin 
B. It is interesting to note in this connection that exten- 
sive studies by Bechdel and others (8) indicate that vit. 
amin B is not necessary to the growth of calves or is 
synthesized by bacteria in the digestive tract. 

The milk produced by cows fed on a ration deficient 
in vitamin B is appreciably but not markedly reduced in 
its vitamin B content. One may infer from this that 
perhaps cows may synthesize vitamin B and put it into 
the milk. In any event with well fed cows it appears 
that the vitamin B content of the milk will be good. 

Water Soluble, Vitamin ‘C—Anti-scorbutic. 

The study of many references on the relation between 
the ration of the cow and the vitamin C content of the 
milk certainly leads one to these two conclusions first, 
that the vitamin C content of milk is variable, and second 
that it is difficult to increase the vitamin C content of 
winter milk because the hays, corn silage and the grains 
and seeds and their by-products that are fed in winter 
are all low in their content of this vitamin. 

The results of recent work by Hughes and others (9) 
indicate (a) that the vitamin C content of milk is little 
influenced by the ration, (b) that perhaps a cow can syn- 
thesize some of this vitamin. 

Some writers (10), however, feel that pasture milk is 
much higher in vitamin C than winter milk, but afford us 
no help as to how to increase the anti-scorbutic value of 
winter milk through rations. 

Ellis and others (11) feel that the anti-scorbutic vit- 
amin is destroyed in corn silage possibly by heat. On 
the other hand, Olson and Copeland (12) say that the 
feeding of good silage in the glazing stage cut before the 
lower leaves get dry will furnish a cow with enough vit- 
amin C so that there will be an adequate amount in the 
milk. 

In any event it seems hardly necessary to work very 
hard or to go to much expense to insure a great quantity 
of vitamin C in the milk because orange juice is not ex- 
cessively expensive and is exceptionally rich in this vit- 
amin. Orange juice is admirably suited to humans at 
practically any age. A cheaper source that is rich and 
practically universal is tomato juice. 

Fat Soluble, Vitamin D—dAnti-rachitic. 

After reading of the literature of recent years on this 
vitamin I feel that probably it is the most difficult of all 
to treat satisfactorily. I come from this study with the 
feeling that it is the vitamin in the food that is of the 
most far-reaching consequences. 

Rickets in children apparently is a disease of very 
great variability and in its mild forms it will go on Un 
noticed even by the most observing of parents. In after 
years persons carry the marks of the disease and the dis- 
comforts without even really knowing what caused them. 

Therefore in trying to get an adequate amount of vit- 
amin D into the milk we will be rendering a real service 
to humanity. 

All authorities agree that the legume hays cured im 
the sunlight are probably the best source of this vitamin 
D. Steenbock (13) says that the antirachitic properties 
of legume hays are generally feeble. They are best when 
the hays are exposed to sunlight. Chick and Roscoe (14) 
feel that the value of the milk from cows for vitamin D

South Hadley, Mass., developed and 
owned by E. P. West, Hadley, Mass. 
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The Outlook 


ROM the survey of the Holstein situation presented 
F in this issue it is evident that Holstein breeders gen- 

erally are optimistic over the outlook for the future. 
It is equally evident that there is today an actual short- 
age of good cattle, due to the large numbers slaughtered 
for tuberculosis, the smaller numbers of heifers raised 
during recent years, the increased demand for milk and 
dairy products and the increasing practice of voluntary 
selection by breeders. 

We have heard the fear expressed that with the com- 
ing of better times and better prices in the Holstein in- 
dustry, breeders would largely abandon selection in their 
herds and would go back to the old program of raising 
everything in the expectation that it could be marketed 
at a profit. There will doubtless be a tendency in this 
direction. In fact our survey showed a substantial in- 
crease in the proportion of breeders who are now raising 
ull of their calves of both sexes. Breeders should not 
lose sight of the fact, however, that the increased val- 
uations are largely on the upper half of the breed. The 
misfits and undesirables have not increased in value in 
anywhere near the same proportion as the good ones, and 
in fact no more than the increases the market for grade 
and common cattle shows. With beef prices at the high 
present level, culling out of the unprofitable producers 
can be carried on right now to very good advantage. 

On the other hand there are many important factors 
in breed progress that will be immeasurably strengthened 
as a result of the better Holstein market. The first fac- 
tor, and it is one of no small importance, is that of the 
care which breeders will give their cattle. With better 
prices and demand prevailing, there will be much more 
inducement for breeders to grow their calves and heifers 
properly. This is not only sound dairy practice, but is 
essential in maintaining the superiority of a herd that is 
aiming to produce seed stock that will be in demand for 
the improvement of other herds. 

Another factor will be the use of better sires. During 
a period of discouragement there is a marked tendency 
of breeders to be less particular about using the best 
possible sires in their herds. There is quite a general 
inclination under such circumstances to get along with 
the least investment and expense possible. One of the 
first manifestations of the improved tone of the Holstein 
market came in the stronger demand for the better-class 
of young bulis. So many breeders had discontinued their 
testing programs that the industry woke up one morning 
to find that there was a real shortage of desirable bulls 
backed by the right sort of proven production. This con- 
dition during the past two years has been steadily aggra- 
vated, with the demand increasing faster than the sup- 
ply. This increasing demand is one of the hopeful signs 
for future breed improvement. 


We look for a marked revival in testing for prodye. 
tion. This will be in part as a sound basis of improyeg 
values, and partly as a means of selection in the elimina. 
tion of the poor producers. The cow testing association 
idea has made great progress among purebred breeders 
these past few years, and with the inauguration of the 
new Herd Test we are hoping for a further very gyp. 
stantial increase in all forms of breeding. The herd teg 
will not only serve as a valuable aid in selection, but 
should prove a prolific feeder for the regular advanced 
registry work by uncovering promising producers which 
the owners would feel justified in testing under better 
than average herd conditions. More testing will be an 
important factor in further breed progress. 


The final factor we would mention, and one that fol. 
lows logically after the use of better sires, the practice 
of better herd methods and increased testing for produce. 
tion, is the employment of better marketing effort. This 
is already apparent in the advertising columns of the 
World. During the past twelve months we have had an 
increase of practically 25% in the number of advertising 
accounts we are carrying. As more breeders develop in 
their herds a class of cattle that through records, breed. 
ing and general merit, are of more than local interest, 
it is bound to follow that if they market their desirable 
surplus animals to best advantage, they must tell their 
story to more than a local audience. ‘Mouse trap” mer. 
chandising methods are outworn in this day and age. 
Public auction sales have served and are serving impor. 
tant marketing needs in the industry, in spite of abuses, 
We believe they will continue as a necessary institution 
in connection with the marketing of Holstein cattle. The 
treod during the past year, however, has been noticeably 
in the direction of increased sales through private nego- 
tiation, and breeders must give more attention to this 
subject of marketing their surplus animals because it is 
clearly one of the limiting factors in the financial success 
of their efforts as producers of seed stock. 


The Herd Test Adopted 


S announced in our columns last week, the Board of 
Directors at Memphis adepted a herd test, to go in- 
to effect January 1 next. Full details of the plan 

adopted were also presented to our readers in that is- 
sue. Attention is called to the fact that a number of 
rather important changes were made in the report of the 
Committee as presented and previously made _ public. 
These changes relate principally to the relationship to 
Cow Testing Associations, and include the frequency of 
official supervision and the elimination of the require 
ment for a preliminary milking, as well as giving specific 
permission to have the herd test records made by ap- 
proved testers in connection with cow testing association 
work. 

These changes were made in response to objections 
that had been raised that the test as proposed by the 
Committee, would not fit in with Cow Testing Associa- 
tions. The Board was evidently impressed with the argu- 
ment that greatest progress would follow making the 
largest possible use of existing institutions. To this end 
full use of the regular cow testing associations is to be 
encouraged in connection with the Herd Test. 


The principal points in the new herd test division may 
be summarized as follows: 

1—Entire herds (with a few specified exceptions) 
are to be included in the test, which will be for a cal- 
endar year. 

2—Owners may suit themselves as to number of 
daily milkings (up to four) and the herd average shall 
bear a designating letter showing the frequency of 
milking. 

3—Not over 48 milkings shall be supervised in one 
day and two cows may be milked at a time, if stand- 
ing side by side. 

4—The record of each individual cow will be com- 
puted from monthly official tests of one day each, 
without preliminary dry milking, subject to retests 
when certain minimums of production are exceeded, 
and also with occasional check tests. 

5—A herd certificate will be issued showing the in- 
dividual production of each cow, and the records made 
in this division will be published in a separate year 
book, to be known as the Red Book. 

6—Keepng of daily barn records of each cow is re- 
quired for purposes of checking by the supervisor and 
to be available to the Superintendent upon request. 

7.—Records made in connection with cow testing 
associations, which meet the reuirements of this herd 
test as to supervision, etc., will be accepted. 


These are the essentials of the new herd test. It is 
not materially more reliable than the regular ec. t. a. test, 
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put it will receive some dignity and standing from its rec- 
ognition by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
and the publication of the records in permanent form. 
The Ayrshire Association, which is the pioneer in this 
form of testing, we understand expects to make the few 
minor changes necessary to harmonizze with this plan. 
The Jersey and Guernsey people have also shown a very 
sympathetic interest in the subject of the herd test, al- 
though they have in the past, as we have, fought shy of 
any recognition of c. t. a. work in connection with their 
association records. If all the breeds get back of the 
jdea on a uniform plan, the problem of administering the 
test work by the various state superintendents will be 
greatly simplified, and if all are competing on the same 
pasis, greater progress is bound to result from the whole 


effort.

Frank Price Describes His Colorado Visit 


Another Travel Letter 


Portland, Oregon 
Saturday, October 29, 1927 
Dear Maurice: 

I read in the World of the 22nd that you promised 
your readers some travel letters from me while on this 
trip but you didn’t seem to be too enthusiastic about it. 
You didn’t act as though you were quite sure that I would 
write you after all. Didn’t you realize that I would have 
to write home after money once in a while? It takes a 
lot of jack to make these trips and you'll hear from me 
soon and often, all right, all right. 

Perhaps I ought to tell you this time about my trip 
through Colorado. Spent four days in that state around 
Colorado Springs and Denver. My impression is that 
Colorado’s Holstein interests have suffered in exactly the 
same way that the industry has suffered everywhere else 
during the recent depression. Too little semi-official test- 
ing has been the story. We can’t blame the breeders for 
that because the local market would not pay the price 
that the offspring from tested cows are worth and the 
outside demand has not been in evidence. Lately the de- 
velopment in the San Luis Valley and the California 
market has helped the Colorado grade market wonder- 
fully and pure bred bulls from C. T. A. dams have com- 
manded somewhat better prices. But without some sort 
of a testing program no section can build up a real seed 
stock industry and Colorado has not, with few exceptions, 
seen her way clear to keep the semi-official test and 
official test going in the face of the past market -con- 
dition. 

Colorado has used the C. T. A. quite effectively as a 
substitute for the semi and official test and a pure bred 
Holstein herd has led all the Cow Testing Associations 
of the state for the past two years. Buyers of bulls for 
grade herds have been satisfied with such records but 
the man with the desire for stock with record backing 
has gone out of the state in many instances for the blood 
that he wanted. There are of course exceptions, herds 
where the testing program has gone forward continuously 
despite the depression and these herds are now in the 
position to reap the benefit of their investment. They 
are In a position to make a bid to keep the jack at home 
for there is some very good blood in many Colorado herds. 
But of course they will have to do a bit of advertising to 
let folks know what they have and if I were not so 
modest I might suggest some such program to them. 
Perhaps the World with its thousands of readers right 
in the territory they can easily serve might even be used 
as one of the chief advertising mediums. It reaches the 
folks who buy you know, Maurice. 

Colorado is in a pretty good position to advance in a

West coast and middle West markets. 
young stuff cheaply and do a good job of it. She does 
not have the labor problems of other sections. She has 
good milk markets in the Colorado Springs and Denver 
districts. In fact, while not ideal from the dairyman’s 
standpoint, Colorado has many advantages from the stand- 
point of stock raising that gives her a little better than 
even break as a future seed stock state. Many of her 
breeders are seeing this point. The Modern Woodmen 
Sanatorium herd near the Springs, forced by the needs 
of the institution to keep Holsteins, is building one of 
the finest pure bred herds. George Sinton of Colorado 
Springs has long been classed as one of the state’s lead- 
ing breeders. Willow Springs Farm at Mt. Morrison is 
one of the real herds of the Denver district and of course 
you have heard what Frank E. Kistler is doing in a Hol- 
stein way at Diamond K Ranch in the Denver district. 
Mr. Kistler is building with an idea of meeting the de- 
mands of the future in a seed stock way. I'll write you 
about these separate Colorado herds of prominence in 
more detail just a bit later. There’s a real story in the 
Diamond K Ranch and some of these others. 

Now Maurice, if you ever come out here to visit Color- 
ado, don’t bring a car. What you need to bring is an 
elevator. This state certainly has its ups and downs. 
I went to the top of Pike’s Peak last Sunday. That’s 
quite a hill and the fact that they don’t have any guard 
rails on the roads and you can look as much as 2,500 feet 
straight down out of the side of the car doesn’t add one 
bit to your comfort.

Since it was after dark 
I bought a folder in order to see where I had been and 
sure enough it was very beautiful even if I didn’t see 
it. We stumbled up to the top of Lookout Mountain and 
Paul showed me the grave of Buffalo Bill, the old Indian 
scout who we remember as the dead-eye that broke glass 
balls in the circus at six bits a head. It was dark up 
there but I looked it up in the folder and if I had taken 
two more steps I would have landed C. O. D. right in the 
best undertaking parlors of Denver. 

If you let me off this time I’ll send you some sketches 
of a few Colorado herds that I visited. I’m here in Port- 
land now and really ought to get out to see Mr. Plum- 
mer’s three-ring circus before dark. When I write again 
perhaps I can give you some impressions of the show.

Classification C Class Records Broken 


In this number of the Bulletin will be found two cows 
breaking class records in Classification C. Of these 
Korndyke Netherland Star De Kol 2d, owned by Mr. Philip 
Linker, Hartford, Wisconsin, breaks the record in the 
Senior Four-Year Class of the Yearly Division by pro- 
ducing 19,379.2 lbs. milk containing 781.15 lbs. fat in 365 
days, this production being shown at the age of 4-6-24. 
In the Senior Two-Year Class of the Yearly Division the 
heifer Ramoua Fayne Pontiac, owned by G. W. Lund, 
Norwalk. Ohio, freshening at the age of 2-6-1, breaks the 
class record with a production of 16,401.3 lbs. milk con- 
taining 590.27 lbs. fat in 365 days. It is very evident that 
this heifer probably freshened for the first time at the 
age mentioned, although as to this I have no special in- 
formation. Both productions are very creditable indeed, 
and the Senior Four-Year Old gains fourth place in the 
general lists of the Yearly Division for Classification C. 


One-Thousand Pound Fat Records 


Since the last issue of the Bulletin. two cows have ex- 
ceeded a production of 1,000 lbs. fat, the one of these cows 
being owned by Lakefield Farms, Clarkston, Michigan, 
and the other by Mr. R. V. Rasmussen, Deerfield, Illinois. 
Announcement cards have been mailed covering both pro- 
ductions, as also other data of interest. Of these two 
cows, Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d, the Michigan cow, now 
holds the United States record for butterfat production 
in the Yearly Division; while the Illinois cow, Kathleen 
Triumph, stands 60th in the list of Holstein-Friesian cows 
producing above 1,000 lbs. fat. We now have 114 cows 
above 1,000 lbs. fat in production. The yearly production 
in detail for each of the two cows above mentioned, tab- 
ulated by months, follows:

In addition to the foregoing records mentioned by 
Supt. Gardner, there are to be found in Report No, 2 
just issued, many other records of more than ordinary 
interest. The milk record of Korndyke Netherland De 
Kol Star 2d, who sets up a new fat record in Classifica. 
tion C for senior 4-year-olds, is also a new championship 
performance for her class. The figures are 19,379.2 Ibs, 
and displace the Canadian heifer, Susie Choice Goods, 
with 19,106 lbs. Similarly, the milk record of Ramona ~ 
Fayne Pontiac of 16,401.3 lbs. sets up a new American 
record for senior 2-year-olds in Classification C. The 
former American champion was Princess Veeman Orms- 
by Pontiac, with 16,373.4 lbs. Neither record, however, 
quite equals the record of the Canadian heifer, Sylvia 
Grace Fayne, of 16,843 Ibs. 





The California heifer, De Kol Black Eye Pontiac, 
owned by the Pottenger Sanatorium of Monrovia, sets up 
a new World record for milk and crowds the champion- 
ship for butter in the senior 2-year-old class of Classifi- 
cation B. (3-time milking). Her figures for milk are 20- 
360.5 Ibs. and for fat 697.68 lbs. The present Class B 
record at this age is 712.11 lbs. for Princess Gloria, a Car- 
nation heifer, and the previous milk record was 19,063.38 
Ibs. for Gladi Sylvia, owned by W. S. Brown of Conn, 





Other interesting records in the yearly division in- 
clude the record of 983.05 Ibs. fat for the senior 3-year-old, 
Annetta Johanna Ormsby, owned by Wisconsin Industrial 
School; Pietje Butter Girl of Berks, with 883.97 Ibs. fat 
in the senior 2-year-old class, she being the third daugh- 
ter of her sire, King Tweede Spring Farm, with over 
1,100 lbs. butter in 2-year-old form with first calf. She 
is owned by A. S. Deysher of Pennsylvania. Another good 
one is Chip Elms Model Edith Colantha, a granddaughter 
of Segis Pietertje Prospect, with 808.83 lbs. fat as a jut 
ior 3-year-old. She is owned by H. S. Seward of Virginia. 
Winterthur Farms are adding to their impressive string 
of high record 2-year-olds that placed them at the head 
of the list last year. There are three above 800 lbs. but 
ter in this report by three different Winterthur sires, 
“Best,” “Boast” and “Donsegis.” 





The highest short-time record in the report is 39 Ibs. 
for Hillside Maple Knoll Edna, owned by J. N. Conyng- 
ham of Pennsylvania. Blacres Sesame Korndyke, owned 
by J. H. Brewer of Michigan adds another 37-lb. record 
to her impressive string and is the highest milk producer 
in this report for seven days with 741.9 lbs. An interest 
ing record is that of De Kol Walker Pohlcrest, owned by 
Middleton Farm of New York. She is reported with rec 
ords of 7, 30, 60, 90 and 120 days. She averaged better 
than a 30-lb. rate for every week of the four months’ 
period and started her best week of just under 32 Ibs.

prevailed in earlier years so that 
these details are in that respect 
somewhat comparable. 

We are thoroughly convinced from 
our own observation that the Hol. 
stein industry has abundant cause for 
optimism over the outlook for the 
breed during the years to come. [It 
is gratifying to be able to show go 
conclusively by this survey of the 
opinions of representative breeders 
from all sections of the country that 
the breeders themselves are so gen- 
erally of the same belief as to what 
the future holds in store for them. 
That, in itself, is one of the most im- 
portant factors in the progress and 
advancement of the industry in the 
future. 





Feeding Vitamines Into the 
Milk 
(Continued from page 10) 


depends mainly on the sunlight tc 
which the cows are exposed although 
the ration plays some part. Vitamim 
D in the milk was at its maximum 
when the cows were at pasture. 

Hart reports in 1926 (14) that cows 
giving 45 to 60 Ibs. of milk per day 
were in negative calcium balance on 
a ration of grains, grain supplements, 
corn silage and green grasses whem 
out of contact with direct sunlight. 

The negative calcium balance was 
lessened when the cows were exposed 
to the sun. When production was re- 
duced to 25 to 30 Ibs. per day. posi- 
tive calcium balance was _ restored 
when the cows were allowed in the 
sun. 

In 1927 Hart (16) reports, however, 
that cows milking 45-60 pounds per 
day could be kept in calcium equi- 
librium in or out of sunlight when 
one-half pound of marl was adde@ 
daily to the ration. Hart suggests 
that it is desirable to add a calcium 
source to the ration even when or 
pasture. 

I think that the way to put the 
most vitamin D into the milk and to 
keep our cows in the best condition 
is to (1) Keep the cows in the sun- 
light as much as we can; (2) Study 
all possible ways of securing more 
and better legume hays, alfalfa if 
possible, and certainly clover. The 
curing of the hay in the sun and sav- 
ing the leaves is the important item 
here. I do not believe we should try 
to put vitamin D into the milk by 
feeding cod liver oil to the cows; (3) 
For the general health of the cow to 
keep her in phosphorus and calcium 
balance and to keep the mineral con- 
tent of the milk up we should fur 
nish an abundance of mineral matter 
in the ration. Of course, this wilk 
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ase the vitamin D content . 
, but high mineral content o 
a oe is associated with good 
health in the cow and high mineral 
content of the milk. 
Perhaps I should say something 
about irradiation of the cows here. 
Steenbock (17) went so far as to say 
(Sept. 22, 1925) “the time is prob- 
ably not far distant when every pro- 
ducer of high grade milk will find it 
necessary to irradiate his cows artifi- 
cially.” This statement I think was 
pased on work with goats. Later evi- 
dence I think, although I do not find 
it published as yet, indicates that ir- 
radiation of the cows with ultra-vio- 
let light does not bring about as 
concrete results in the vitamin D 
content of the milk as was anticipat- 
ed. I do not think we are ready to 
go into this commercially as yet. 
* Finally, I think I can best summar- 
ize this paper by giving a concrete 
ration for a 1,100-lb. cow yielding 30 
Ibs. of milk testing 4% butterfat.

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FIRST EDITION OF AGRICULTUR- 
AL HANDBOOK BEING 
DISTRIBUTED 


The Extension Service Handbook 
of Agriculture and Home Economics, 
under preparation for some time in 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
is now being distributed to a selected 
list at the rate of about 200 copies 
daily. Printing, assembling and in- 
dexing has been completed for the 
entire edition. A loose-leaf edition 
is being sent to county extension 
agents and members of extension di- 
visions of the State agricultural col- 
leges. <A limited edition has also 
been bound for miscellaneous use, 
copies of which may be purchased 
from the Superintendent of Public 
Documents, Washington, D. C., for 
$1.50 each. 

Need has long been felt, particu- 
larly in agricultural extension work, 
for a publication which would give 
in the briefest possible form such re- 
sults of the research of the depart- 
ment in all lines as are ready for ex- 
tension. It was deemed essential, 
also, to have the material presented 
jin such form that new facts could be 
readily added as they became estab- 
lished. To meet this problem, the 
Association of Land-grant Colleges at 
its annual meeting in 1923 recom- 
mended the publication of a handbook 
of agricultural facts to be prepared 
in the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Information has been assembled, to 
date, in 17 divisions: General, ex- 
tension, agricultural economics, ag- 
ricultural engineering, agricultural 
technology, animal diseases, animal 
husbandry, dairying, entomology, fer- 
tilizers, field crops, forestry, horticul- 
ture, plant diseases, soils, weather. 
and wild life. Material for four more 
divisions will be distributed later 
covering economics and management 
in the home; foods and nutrition; 
housing, equipment and furnishing; 
and textiles and clothing. The pres- 
ent form includes 953 pages. 

A comprehensive system of index- 
ing is followed which permits. the 
use of any one or more sections as 
f separate book if desired, as well 
as covering the entire handbook. 
Specialists will in this way be able 
to make up their own handbooks on 
subjects relating especially to their 
work. 

Loose-leaf additions under subjects 
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veloped will be issued during each 
year, each a unit in itself so that it 
may be inserted in its proper place, 
Eventually it is possible that some 
sections may grow to handbook pro- 
portions, themselves. The firgt ot 
these additions is already prepared 
and will go forward to the printer at 
once. It relates to range Manage. 
ment and will include information 
available on the economic, animal 
husbandry, forestry and soils Dhaseg 
of this subject. These new sheets 
will be sent to all holders of logge 
leaf editions. 





CONCERNING THE DAM OF THe 
1,600-LB. COW 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World:

Mohler Asks City Dwellers for Good 
Will Toward Live Stock Industry 
The growing industrialism of the 

United States is seen by Dr. John R. 

Mohler, chief of the Bureau of Ani- 

mal Industry, United States Depart- 

ment of Agriculture, to have an im- 

portant bearing on the future of the 

live stock industry in this country. 

In an address before the Institute of 

American Meat Packers in Chicago 

this afternoon, Doctor Mohler said 

that much the same change is going 
on in the United States as occurred in 

Great Britain during the last century 

which resulted in the overshadowing 

of a great live stock enterprise by in- 
dustrial development. 

The live stock industry, said Doc- 
tor Mohler, must recognize a new 80 
called competition. Its problems must 
be considered with relation to other 
business enterprises, to the develop-

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ment and manufacture of substitutes 
to changing food habits, to methods 
of merchandizing, to advertising, tg 
wages, to cooking equipment, to the 
influence of the press and to many 
other forces. 

Doctor Mohler sees in the growty 
of urban population and the decline 
of farm population a danger that the 
live stock industry will not recejye 
the degree of consideration it merits, 
The farm population is only about 3 
per cent of the total population today, 
Thousands of men, women and chil. 
dren in the larger cities rarely, jg 
ever, see a cow, a hog, or a Sheep, 
Future generations of these urbap. 
ites will elect our public officials, who 
in turn will largely manage city, state 
and national affairs and make the 
laws. 

“What will be their interest in th¢ 
live stock industry, in its research 
problems, or in protective measures 
to exclude dangerous diseases?” asked 
Doctor Mohler. He answered his 
questions by urging a continued effort 
on the part of the live stock interests 
to win public consideration for the ip. 
dustry in proportion to the service 
it renders. 

“I can see no evidence of any ip. 
dustrial processes,” he continued, 
“that promise to displace the services 
of our food animals. There have not 
yet appeared any adequate substi- 
tutes for meat, milk, animal fats, 
leather, wool, mohair, or for the 
scores of other animal products.” 

The industry can serve the public 
and itself not only by informing and 
convincing the public that live stock 
raising is an essential industry, said 
Doctor Mohler, but also by adopting 
a program to increase the efficiency 
of all live stock to the highest degree. 

“Everyone familiar with animal- 
husbandry problems is aware of the 
wide range that exists between our 
best and our poorest types of animals 
and between methods of feeding, 
housing, and caring for them. The 
biological efficiency of average live 
stock compared with the best types 
is probably not more than 70 per cent. 
This condition, however, can be large- 
ly improved by better breeding and 
feeding. Progress is slow, but the 
methods are well known and there is 
no serious obstacle to their adoption.” 

Another problem concerning the 
welfare of the live stock industry is 
the need for further research espec- 
ially with regard to parasites and 
methods of their control. Losses from 
parasites have been tolerated too 
long, said Doctor Mohler, and are be- 
ing accepted too complacently. The 
industry can not afford to let this 
situation continue especially since 
some of the parasites are spreading 
and causing greater damage than for- 
merly. It is planned to provide means 
and facilities for more research with 
the hope that methods will be found 
for checking the inroads of these 
pests on the industry. The internal 
parasites that migrate from organ to 
organ within the bodies of animals 
are especially difficult to control and 
are to receive particular study.

LIVER OIL FOR THE OLEO 
KETTLE 

The efforts of the scientists and 
seudo-scientists to make an artifi- 
cial butter which will compete with 
the product of the good old dairy cow 
in supplying the cheapest and best 
source of vital foods for the human 
race seem to be without end. The 
latest is the recommendation of two 
scientists, Dr. O. Rosenheim and Dr. 
7. A. Webster, of the National Insti- 
tute for Medical Research, who pro- 
pose that liver oil be added to the 
mixture which the Oleomargarine 
manufacturers use. This, they say, 
would add the necessary vitamines 
to oleomargarine to make it an arti- 
ficial butter. The whole story has 
peen given wide circulation by Sci- 
ence Service of Washington, which 
quotes from the scientific journal 


‘“Nature.” 


This is only another of the fre- 
quently recurring phases in the con- 
stant warfare between natural and 
artificial foods. One of the most in- 
teresting deductions to be made from 
this suggestion is its very complete 
assumption that oleo without liver 
oil falls far below the standard of 
butter. The butter industry will wel- 
come this endorsement of their prod- 
uct by the scientists. 

Liver oil will make an interesting 
new ingredient for the oleo kettle, 
but the American dairy cow is not in 
great danger of having her suprem- 
acy challenged by any artificial food 
as long as it is sold honestly for ex- 
actly what it is. A. M. Loomis
